The group fust visited the cot¬ 
ton mill at Bemis. which is fam¬ 
ous ovei the nation for its cot¬ 
ton bags The manager graciously 
took the girls through the mill, 
explaining step by step all the 
processes from row cotton thru 
the mixing to secure a uniform 
fabric, the bleaching, sizing, and 
the weaving of the fibers into fab¬ 
ric. Finally the cloth was in¬ 
spected and sewn into bags 

The girls then went to Hum¬ 
boldt to see how nylon hose were 
made. The mill, which has the 
reputation of being the most mod¬ 
ern factory in the world, was well 
lighted and attractively arranged. 
The spotless green walls and 
floors were restful to the eyes. 
What was probably most amazing 
to all was how roughly the hose 
wei-e handled compared to the 
caie every woman knows they 
must have when they reach her. 
After the hose had been knitted, 
they weie sewn, and inspected. 
Those needing it were mended, and 
thn they were off to the dyeing 
room to give up their original 
white sheen. Drving, washing, and 
setting finished the process. The, 
stockings now were boxed and on 
their way to the stoi-es to be sold 
as Belle Sharmecr.

He 
plaved there in 1930-32. From there he went to Martin 
High and played on the 1932-34 edition of the Panthers 
He began his college career at UTJC, and after one year 
here took off to Murray State, where he was their lead¬ 
ing scorer for all his three years there.

After graduating from A. & M. he enlisted in the Air 
Corps and coached the Randolph Field, Service League 
champs. In 1945 he directed the work of the Denver Am¬ 
brose team in the National Basketball League. The last 
six years he has been head coach of the University of Ala¬ 
bama Crimson Tide.

He cited a case where Leon 
Heath, Oklahoma University's All-American fullback a 
couple of years ago, threw three—three mind you—key 
blocks against the Corn Huskers of Nebraska and enabled 
Billy Vessels to score the winning T. D.” Without an ov¬ 
erwhelming desire to win on the part of Heath, says Mr. 
Wilkerson, it would have been impossible for Vessels to 
score and for Oklahoma to win the game. 

Baron Rupp says that the ole desire to win and physi¬ 
cal condition are.the two most important factors in win¬ 
ning basketball games and that without first having the 
desire to win it is hard to get a team in top physical con¬ 
dition in the first place. 

Without going any further I believe you can see that 
A DESIRE TO WIN is the first and foremost factor in 
winning any kind of a game. It takes it on the part of the 
individual first and thee the team as a unit. 


WHAT IT TAKES TO HAVE A WINNING TEAM 

I promised in my last column that I would tell you what 
some of the better coaches in the U. S. thought it takes 
to have a successful ball team. Here it is. 

Fud Wilkinson, football’s coach of the year in 1950, 
Adolph Rupp, basketball's Baron of the court, and Everett 
Dean, for the last forty years head basketball coach and 
athletic director of Stanford University, all say that the 
basic factor in the makeup of a winning team is the indi¬ 
vidual player's desirC to win. 

But Wilkinson makes this statement: ‘‘that in foot¬ 
ball it is next to impossible for superior technical football 
alone to win games. He says that a team in or near the 
same class with an opponent can, with a great desire to
